attempt to molest. the animal, but ho 
.now ‘perambulates his rounds at night 
armed with o loaded rifle, in the hope, 
we will charitably presume, of getting a 
‘Hoe describes the 
animal as having # long . tail, and he 
says it was.considerably larger than a 
good-sized, black, retriever dog belonging 
to the station, If this lukong’s state- 
ments be thoroughly reliable, it ip difficult 
to conceive, in the face of other reports 
circulated regarding thia mysterious ani- 
mal, that these depredations have beeo 
committed by any animal less formidable 
than a tiger. ‘The wild cat. is said to be 
yery common in the woods of the South 
of China, but as this animol.is but a 
small species of the fells fera attd its 
length probably seldom reaches two fest, 
exclusive of the tail, it oan scarcely be 
the one seen by the lukong carrying off 
4 pig weighing forty pounds avoirdupois, 
In the forests of Yunnan the Bengal 
species of tiger is said to oxist, and thore 
is no doubt that the animal is. obea- 
sionally fottnd in tho cantern provinces of

the authorities of the Ocleatial Empire ; an 
error prooceding from, the alarming reports 
of certain abuses previously committed with 
regard, to Obinese in Peru and which, al-, 
though such abuses have now oompletoly 
disappeared, have not yet been satisfactorily 
refuted in China, and peoples’ -minds ara 
therefore still prejudiced. But it will be 
‘easily andoratood that, however great may. 
bo the obstinacy of somo'and the red-taps. 
iam of others, they cannot shut their oars to 
the voice of reason and justice, when once 
-things are presented in their trae colours, 
To this end is directed the action of the 
representative of Poru near the Imperial 
Guvernment, seconded by theropresentative 
of the United States, and their jolnt in- 
fluence, in addition to the justice of the 
cause, Cannot fail to produce the desired 
effect in the mind of that powerful monarch, 
The pertinacious resistance of the Canton 
authorities, who shewed themselves at the 
beginning disposed to permit. the emigration 
of their subjects to Pert, on the same oon. 
ditions. as it is permitted to other places, 
induces the well-founded suspicion that 
foreign influence -has—been ‘at work in the 
matter. This influence, although ‘easil, 
‘countor-worked, produces the sifect—cer- 
tainly prejudicial enough—of paralyzing the 
first proceedings of the enterprize.
